Is Cue in Solution 
Of Chinese Murder 


A 5-cent blue Chinese commen- 
orative stamp was the clue which 
last week. solved the final mystery 
surrounding the murder of ‘Tom 
Din Toy, San Diego, Calif., Chin- 
ese merchant. Last October, Toy, 
purchased from another Chinese 
merchant ome of the ad sives 
honoring China’s part in the 
United Nations war effort. 

October 5 Toy was murdered. 
and his wallet, containing $300 
in cash, a $50 war bond, and the 
5c stamp, wag stolen. Police 
quickly got on the trail of the 
killer and his accomplices. Want- 
ing to get rid of all evidence 
against him, tne murderer threw 
the wallet on the running board 
of a passing car. The wallet fell 
off a short time later, and, police 
said, was picked up by Johnny 
Neal, 25,who spent the money, 
tore up the war bond, and kept 
the stamp for a souvenir. 

Last weck police arrested Neal 
on grand theft charges. The evi- 
dence: one tiny blue stamp, which 
fits exactly into the remainder 
of the sheet still in the possession 
of Toy’s friend. 

Neal doesn’t want to keep any 
more souvenirs. 

Four men, charged with either 
the slaying, or complicity in it, 
also are awaiting trial.

Surcharged Money In 
Use In Hawaii Is Of 
Value To Collectors 





Specimens of the overprinted 
currency which wag placed in use 
in Hawaii last summer are find- 
ing their way into the United 
States in the pockets of returning 
soldiers. Now and then one turns 
up passing as ordinary United 
States currency. These bills are 
overprinted with the word “Ha- 
waii” in small type at either end 
on the front and with the same 
name in large outlined letters ex- 
tending almost all the way across 
the back. 

Only one dollar bills have been 
seen by the writer and all o2 these 
bear a seal and numbers printed 
in brown. This peculiarity in the 
currency in use in Hawaii before 
the overprint was applied was not 
generally known to United States 
collectors. A single dollar bill, 
folded but otherwise in very fine 
condition, brought over six dollars 
at a local auction.

_ Whether our writings im this 
vein have produced any results we 
are unable to say. Perhaps we 
lack the proper. words, the pro- 
per phrase, to intrigue and en- 
courage collectors along the sug- 
‘gested line. 

‘We have iong believed that 
stamp dealers through some or- 
ganized plan should encourage 
and exploit the collection of for- 
eign stamps. To the attendant at 
an average stamp club meeting 
it often lookg as though the only 
stamps in which there is any in- 
teres‘ shown are the United States 
Issues. This has been brought a- 
bout by the heavy exploitation of 
U. S. stamps principally by deal- 
ers whose sole stock in trade is 
U. S. issues and these dealers 
have been greatly aided by the 
dealer who deals in all stamps, 
who has blindly followed their 
lead because it seemed like an 
easy way to get some business. 

As a result of this blind, follow 
the leader kind of stamp selling, 
dealers who deal in general is- 
sues of the world have been: crip- 
pling their own business while 
helping build up the specialist 
business in U. S. stamps. 

Dealers who deal in all stamps 
should through a definite organ- 
ization among themselves, for the 
sole purpose of exploiting foreign 
issues, combine for their interests 
and this can not be done through 
the present dealers organization 
which carries many dealers who 
would balk at such plans. 

If dealers would organize for 
the suggested purpose they might 
best do so under the guidance of 
such an organization as the Har- 
ris Company, with a definite plan 
for publicity on foreign issues. 
Stamp pulblications would gladly 
give liberal space for well pre- 
pared articles exploiting such is- 
sues and stories of general interest 
associated with stamps of foreign 
countries could be syndicated to 
a large string of daily newspapers. 
The stamps themselves are the 
basis of hundreds of interesting 
stories of love, romance, war, his- 
tory, geography, in fact almost 
any subject one can think of. 

This discourse is brought about 
through receipt of the new 1943 
price list of stamps which has 
just been released by H. E. Harris 
& Company of Boston, Mass. This 
list quite thoroughly covers 
United States stamps and is filled 
with illustrations. U. S. Possess- 
ions and Britih North America 
are catalogied and offered in the 
same manner, but beyond this the 
Harris Company strikes out in 
what should be the beginning of 
a concerted effort on the part of 
the stamp trade to exploit the in- 
terest and beauty of foreign is- 
sues. 

New Pleasures From 
Foreign Stamps 

In an effort to point out to col- 
lectors the interest that can come 
from collecting stamps of for- 
eign countries, there is a page 
under the above title and we want 
to quote from this page in an ef- 
fort to show more clearly just 
what there is in foreign issues 
for the collector. 

“Those who collect only a lim- 
ited group of stamps—such, for 
example, as United States issues 
—often fail to realize what a 
wealth of interesting stamps have 
been issued, especially during the 
past twenty years by foreign 
countries.” 

“Among other merits and vir- 
tues of 20th Century Foreign 
stamps are the fofowing:” 

1. “They bring to the collector’s 
album the romance of far-away 
lands, which constitutes for many 
people one of tne greatest plea- 
sures of the stamp hobby. 

2. They possess an unusual de- 
gree of historic interest, for they 
tell the exciting and dramatic 
story cof our own times. 

3. They are, for the most part,

A New Problem For 
Collectors With The 
South Africa Stamps 


The Union of South Africa is 

the only country in the world that 
gives stamp collectors a double 
dose of stamps to collect. All of 
their stamps as is well known to 
collectors are printed in two lan- 
guages. Each sheet contains alter- 
nate stamps printed in both En- 
glish and Afrikans Dutch of South 
Africa. In a sheet of stamps in 
which there are ten stamps in ten 
horizontal rows, the first stamp 
in the first row comes in English, 
the second stamp Dutch and so on 
across the row of ten stamps. In 
the second row, the arrangement 
is altered, so that the first stamp 
is in Dutch and the second stamp 
in English. With this arrangement 
collectors can collect the stamps in 
various ways. Single copies of 
both languages, horizontal pairs 
showing both languages and for 
the rabid specialist these horizon- 
tal pairs may be gathered with 
the first stamp in English and the 
second in Dutch or vice versa, 
making two pairs necessary. Like- 
wise the same thing may be done 
with vertical pairs and when it 
comes to blocks, the specialist can 
also call for double the number 
of blocks to complete his collec- 
tion by getting his blocks with 
the first stamp in English and an- 
other block with the first stamp 
in Dutch. 
* Now however with the new mid- 
get size stamps we find a new 
variety that will give the specialist 
in these stamps much more to 
look for. Whether it applies to all 
stamps we have not yet heard, but 
in some or all of the low values 
the stamps are issued with per- 
forations surrounding the two 
stamps, one English and one Dutch 
and these two stamps are then 
divided vertically between with 
a rouletted line instead of a per- 
foration. 

Let us see now what problem 
this brings for thé real specialist. 
He will want single copies of the 
stamps of both languages which 
show perforation at top and bot- 
tom and on both the right or left 
side while the other side of the 
stamp will show a roulette. This 
requires four copies to give him 
the available single copies. Next 
he will want horizantal pairs show 
ing the English and Dutch stamps 
in both positions with roulette be- 
tween. 

Then there will be pairs which 
show the stamp in English at the 
left with the Dutch stamp at right, 
perforated between vertically and 
with a roulette at both sides of 
this pair. A similar pair with the 
positions of the two stamps re- 
versed. Then there are _ vertical 
pairs to be considered. In these 
there is a vertical pair with the 
stamp in English at top. This pair 
will be perforated at top and 
bottom and at left and rouletted 
at right. The matching pair’to this 
will be another vertical pair per- 
forated at top and bottom and left 
side and rouletted at right, but 
with the Dutch stamr at op and 
the English stamp at bottom. 

Then there are two more pairs 
to get. A pair with Dutch stamp

Then a block with 
the English stamp in upper left 
corner but with perforation at 
top and bottom and between the 
stamps vertically, but with both 
vertical sides of the block roulet- 
ted. A similar block with the 
Dutch stamp in the upper left cor- 
ner. 

This gives the collector a quick 
view of the possibilities for the 
specialist in these new midget 
stamps. For those who want to go 
farther there are the marginal im- 
prints that have been added to the 
sheets of these new stamps and of 
course the real_student will go for 
these along with the rest of the 
items. In these varieties, only time 
can tell what will finaliy be avail- 
able and any attempt to list such 
things at present would be im- 
possible. 


It would be heaping too much 
on the heads of the collectors of 
these stamps if we should con- 
tinue by pointing out that some 
real specialists may try for all 
these items in both mint and used 
condition and when it comes 
to trying to get the works on cov- 
er, it might cause some ‘to throw 
up their hands and surrender with 
out a further struggle.

UNITED STATES WAR ISSUES 

There has been much comment and discussion with regard to 
the issues of new stamps associated with our war activities. Some 
have already been issued and more will probably follow, but de- 
spite any definite issues, there have been several items in the mar- 
ket recently that are strictly speaking “war stamps” and there is 
no way of denying the fact. 

In the first world war, nothing in the way of an outright war 
stamp for postage purposes was issued, that is nothing of a pictorial 
or illustrated nature. However, we can not overlook the fact that 
there were several stamps that could probably be attributed directly 
to that war. 

First and foremost are those lithographic offset issues which we 
were told were brought about by a need for more speedy production, 
coupled with a difficulty over getting suitable dyes for ink for the 
engraved printings, These three stamps, the 1, 2 and 3c offset prints 
came both perforated and unperforated and thus gave us a series 
of six stamps that were definitely issued as a result of the war. 
The war was also greatly instrumental in speeding up the final 
completion of the new rotary presses for engraved stamps although 
these did not go into operation until after the war. The only real 
war stamp however definitely issued as such was the 3c Victory 
stamp of 1919 and that produced a variety of color, that is quite 
rare, in fact far more rare than the catalogue value would indicate, 

Already this present war has given us, first the three Defense 
stamps, then the 5c China stamp and the 3c Win the War issue in 
1941-42. This current year is off to a good start with a new Ic 
and a new 2c stamp to go along with the Win the War stamp and 
making a set of three low values which will replace the three De- 
fense issues. Thus far we have dofe far better than during the first 
world war. Now we also have coming up a 6c air mail booklet which 
is definitely brought about by the war as were the AEF Booklets of 
the first world war. Also there will be a light weight 6c air mail 
envelope if it is found practical to produce such an envelope, 

Beyond this there are definitely several other items that can 
be classed with these war issues and they are brought about mostly 
as a result of the war for in war time,.men and machines are driven 
to their limits and driving a perforating machine to its limit is in- 
viting trouble and that it what happened with the perforating ma- 
chines at Washington. 

Overburdened with work, breakdowns will occur and then it 
takes time for parts and repairs and in the meantime stamp col- 
lectors are issued unperforated varieties as came in the three De- 
fense stamps and as have been looked for in other stamps. As yet, 
no other varieties coming from the breakdown period have been 
found in quantity sufficient to show that there was a large printing 
of such stamps, except the recent find of 142c Presidential issue, 
precanceled at the Bureau, for St. Louis, Mo. This find is now 
coming into the market and the number available is believed to be 
very small in comparison with the defense issues. So little is known 
right now that much comment can not be made, but we are acquir- 
ing facts that will be made public at a later date with more informa- 
tion on these part perforate stamps than has heretofore been given 
to the public. 

These part » stamps are definitely a result of war conditions 
and will have to be .ncluded and counted as issues of this war per- 
iod, so that after all, and despite departmental reluctance to issue 
new stamps, there are many things creeping out out that will swell 
the number, 





HOW TO CHANGE YOUR ADDRESS 

We again want to call the attention of readers to the fact that 
when they wish a change of address, we MUST have your old or 
present address to which the paper is being mailed as well as the 
new address to which you want it changed. We keep two complete 
sets of index cards of all subscriptions. One set is filed by num- 
bers, that is the expiration number which is the “Whole Number” 
as printed in the date line of the paper on page one each week. All 
subscriptions which expire with number 750 for example, are kept in 
a group. The object of this is that when this number comes up for 
expiration, we have all of the expirations in one lot and send expira- 
tion notices from these cards. In addition to this set of cards we 
have another set of cards filled by states and cities and then in 
alphabetical order under the same. When the expirations come up as 
shown by the numerical set of cards, we simply take those cards for 
which a renewal has not come and pick the matching cards out of 
the state and city file and thus remove them from the files. 

Thus if you want a change of address we must have the exact 
address to which the paper is now being mailed so that we can lo. 
cate it in our state and city file. If we have your name only, we do 
not know where to look for your card as we do not know your state 
and city and thus can not locate the card unless we would sort 
through the complete file of more than 11,000 cards. This we can 
not do. Thus if your address is to be changed we must have your 
old address so we can remove the old address from our mailing 
machine stencils or it will continue to come to you under that address 


Many readers write us letters 
and ask questions which in many 
instances can be answered with 
a single word, yes or no, yet these 
people fail to enclose a stamp or 
still an addressed and stamped 
envelope for the reply and ex- 
pect us to write them a letter and 
provide postage for answering a 
question which is of interest to 
themselves only and for their own 
information. 


We are glad to answer such 
questions when able, but do feel 
that persons asking for informa- 
tion of this nature should at least 
provide us with a stamped ad- 
dressed envelope for reply so as 
to save as much time as possible 
and to pay for their own infor- 
mation rather than expect us to 
pay postage and provide corres. 
pondence for their sole informa-

An ‘example of this type of 
question comes from a collector 
in Staffordville, Conn. He says, 
“after reading your article on the 
Yorktown stamp I decided to look 
at the plate block I have and dis- 
covered it is from the 50 stamp 
plate. This block of four which I 
have has 2 numbers at bottom, 
with a vertical line between. What 
I would like to know is, do all the 
plate blocks of four from the 50 
stamp plate have two numbers.” 

To which we would reply, all 
of the Yorktown stamps were 
printed from plates of 100 sub- 
jects. The original or first plates 
were made up of ten rows of ten 
subjects. There were plate num- 
bers at both top and bottom of 
these plates centered over each 
half or each group of 50 stamps 
in the plate, thus making four 
sets of plate numbers, both black 
and red on each plate of 100 
stamps. The sheets from _ this 
plate, after being printed were 
cut into two sheets of 50 stamps 
each, five wide by ten high. 
Leaving both sheets of 50 with 
plate number in both black and 
red at both top and bottom of 
the sheet of fifty. 

For reasons as explained in the 
article printed about these stamps, 
the latey, printings were from dif- 
ferent plates which were of 100 
subjects each but through the cen- 
ter of the plate, vertically, there 
was a gutter or blank space about 
25mm wide and when finished 
these sheets were cut apart 
through this gutter and left a nar- 
row sheet margin at the right or 
left ~ide of the sheets of 50 stamps 
These sheets were perforated all 
around and no straight edge 
stamps came from these sneets, 
while from the other printing, 
the vertical row of ten stamps at 
either the right or left side of the 
sheet had a straight edge. 

On this latter printing there 
were plate numbers in both red 
and black at the top and bottom 
of each group of 50 stamps and 
a vertical line shows between 
these plate numbers, this line runs 
from the top to the bottom of the 
sheet. This line is not between the 
plate numbers from the other 
sheet, thus you can _ readily tell 
from which printing the stamp 
come by these numbers. 

There are other identifying 
marks on the plates of these 
stamps which definitely show the 
stamps to be from either the first 
or second printing or set of plates.

The stamps, in five denom- 
inations, were this time restricted 
to air mail purposes, and were 
again designed and recess print- 
ed by the Note and Stamp Print- 
ing Branch of the Commonwealth 
Bank of Australia, Melbourne, in 
sheets of 40, 


In this instance a single design, 
intended to typify the evolution 
in the carriage of mails in the 
territory, served for all values. It 
consists of a view of the harbour 
at Port Moresby, with the S. S.

Bridge Cancels War 
Debf, It's Just The 
South American Way 





By R. C. Bingham 

Brazil, Type A-121, described in 
Scott’s as “Brazil and Uruguay” 
and “Issued in Commemoration 
of the visit of President Terra of 
Uruguay,” are unattractive stamps 
ir. coloring and printing but the 
Maua International Bridge, part of 
which is shown, in the back- 
ground, has an interesting story. 
The bridge crosses the Jaguarao 
River linking the border towns of 
Jaguarao, Brazil and Villa Rio 
Branco, Uruguay, and is named 
for Brazilian Statesman, Baron 
de Maua, born in Jaguarao, and 
through whose initiative the first 
Brazilian railroad was built. The 
structure is of reinforced concrete, 
with three main and six second- 
ary arches, totalling 905 feet in 
length, supporting. a hignway and 
sidewalks about 43 feet in width. 
The historical antecedents of 
the bridge pertaining to the war 
debt part of the story (British pa- 
pers please copy) are rather un- 
usual, Brazil and Uruguay were 
allies in the Paraguayan War— 
(1864-70) which ended with Uru- 
guay owing Brazil about $6,000,- 
000. Brazil felt that they ought 
not to press for reimbursement, 
but on the other hand, to write 
off the debt might seem suggestive 
of Uruguay’s inability to meet its 
obligations. After prolonged dip- 
lomatic maneuvering a treaty was 
signed in 1918 stipulating that the 
debt should be paid indirectly by 
Uruguay constructing an interna- 
tional bridge for the mutual’ bene- 
fit of both countries. A contract 
was awarded to the engineering 
firm of E. Kemnitz and Company 
Ltd., Rio de Janeiro, for construc- 
tion of the bridge in 18 months. 
Work was officially started March 
21, 1927 but was not completed 
until August 1930—about 3% 
years. The bridge proper’ cost 
about $2,000,000, the balance of 
expenditure being consumed by 
highway construction and im- 

provements at each end.

I will turn today’s column over 
to several discerning collectors 
who have discovered oddities and 
are reporting as follows: 

Lynn J. Fisher of Troy. O, has 
found a sheet of the 2c Defense 
stamps which show gumming on 
only one half of the sheet. This 
phenomena is not too rare, nor 
very valuable. It is an interesting 
item, and sometimes gets out into 
circulation with the postal in- 
spector’s crayon marks. running 
through the ungummed stamps, 
indicating that they are not to be 
rv'sass to the public. However, 
they surely do have a way of 
filtering through Post Office 
channels. 


Louis H. Stoneman of Colum- 
bia, Virginia, sends along two 
very unusual items. These should 
have particular interest for you 
“Precancelists.” He has a regular 
post card, present issue, which has 
the precancel stamp of “Island, 
Va.”’ right on the face of Jeffer- 
son. In addition, this is an un- 
used card, so it couldn’t just be 
a regular cancellation. The second 
item is somewhat similar, but ap- 
pears on a 2c Postage Due Stamp 
—nice precancellation from the 
same town. He also advised that 
this Post Office was discontinued 
on February 28, 1941, so there 
won’t be any more such items 
coming through. It is remarkable 
that these articles wander around 
for years before someone spots 
them for segregation from the 
chaff. 


Still another supposed freak 
was described by Norman Shavin 
of Chattanooga, Tenn. He located 
a copy of the 3c Stuart Wash- 
ington, U. S. #720. This copy has 
straight edges on the bottom and 
right side. In addition, a small 
portion of another stamp is shown 
at the right of the stamp with no 
perforation between. This appears 
at first glance to be an imperfor- 
ate copy. However, such is not 
the case in this instance. The 
stamp comes from a_ booklet 
pane, the pages of which were 





not cut correctly, before being 
stapled into the form of a booklet. 
An off centered pane will show 
an extra piece of another booklet 
page at the right with no per- 
foration between. I have such 
complete panes -which show as 
much as one half of the adjoining 
stamps wholly imperforate. 


This brings to my mind an at- 
tempted recent fraud. A similar 
booklet item was separated down 
the center perforations and the 
left three stamps were carefully 
joined to the sight side of the 
supposed imperforate copies of 
the booklet, making the new 
block of six stamps appear as an 
imperforate between rarity. The 
scissor cut through the stamps 
where they are joired is usually 
attributed to some misguided soul 
who didn’t realize what he was 
doing. It was really a swell look- 
ing job—only one flaw—there is 
no such item,

If you want to _— specialize 
something that is very simple to 
handle and does not require a lot 
of study or miscroscopie concen= 
tration try Uruguay, Numbers 46 
and 47, catalogued at 30c and 40c 
respectively for used or unused 
copies, These stamps printed in 
sheets of 100, ten rows of ten, 
bear numbers from 1 to 100 on the 
stamps of each sheet. Try plating 
a sheet if you want to do some- 
thing different. The trick may re. 
quire a few years of constant 
search unless you happen to find 
large mint blocks. Therefore the 
best way is to make them used 
copies, the task will be more at- 
tractive,

These from a collectors own view 
point. First that act would en- 
‘hanee the number of varieties 
available. Second, along the same 
line of thought that the number 
of positions such as up, down, 
invert and double would be in- 
creased. Both of these being high- 
ly undesirable in the collecting 
field. Third, that it would lessen 
the chances of rarities occuring. 
The first two arguments I think 
can be grouped in as much as they 
are very similar. Since the passing 
of the general collector the un- 
usual number of varieties has 
ceased to be an inducement to 
the speculator because there are 
not enough state collectors to 
make it worth while for any 
sizeable investment and most state 
colleciors are specialists in their 
fields and old hands at the game 
and are not taken in. If offered a 
large variety of items from a cer- 
tain town at stiff prices they sim- 
ply lay off and the consequences 
is that the speculator unloads at a 
small profit or perhaps a loss and 
has accumulated a well deserved 
lesson. When the catalog makers 
decided to price all positions of 
handstamps at the same figure 








there went a glimmering the pro- 
fit angle on such material and the 
incentive as well. Being able to 
inspect stocks of printed precan- 
cels at the larger offices will no 
doubt bring out some varieties 
that would probably never have 
appeared but since printed pre_ 


cancels are almost 100% _ free 
from funny business any more 


such legitimate varieties in most 
cases will be welcomed. Now as 
to rarities. For years the bureau 
pri=t field as operated on a bath 
tub basis and I believe that the 
modern bureau collection (from 
the Presidentials on) consist of 
90% material that never kissed 
a pacl:age yet by and large there 
are rarities in the making in these 
issues that bid fair to equal any of 
the scarce items of yon days. So 
there is no good reason to be- 
lieve that equally scarce items 
could not slip up on collectors in 
city types and remember that 
those that do should really be 
scarce. As mentioned above in- 
spection of a stock might turn 
up more doubles etc. than before 
but if there are more collectors 
to want them then they will be 
just as good prooperty as if only 
a few copies came to light. There 
was a time in bureau print his- 
tory that single sheet of any item 
broke down the market but now 
it takes more than five sheets, 
possibly twice that many.

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Phantom Plate Numbers 
Found On New United 


Nations Postage Stamp 





Joseph Madjerac of Pittsburg, 
reports the purchase of a sheet of 
the new 2c United Nations Stamp 
on which the first two new plate 
numbers are repeated alternately 
along the edge of th- sueet. The 
sheet is from plate numbber 22987 
lower left pane and along the edge 
at the left of the sheet the num- 
bers 22987 and 22988 are repeat- 
ed two or three times, alternate- 
ly, fading out as they near the 
top edge of the sheet. 

In printing these stamps, two 
plates are put in the press at the 


same time for printing and 
through some means which we 
are unable to explain, there has 
occurred what printers call an off- 
set which has printed back on to 
the margin of the sheet. This sheet 
contains another freak in what 
Mr. Madjerac says is a stamp 
which is printed in very dark col- 
or while the rest of the stamps 
on the sheet are much lighter. 
Needless to say, no attempt to 


further describe such a freak can 
be made without a sight of the 
sheet. 

“hantom plate numbers were 
quite often found and were quite 
common on printings several ears 
ago when the offset stamps were 
in use for the first time.

AUSTRALIA’S BLACK SWAN

Nowhere except in Australia 
can be found the strange black 
Swan that has become the symbol 
of Western Australia, where it 
has been found in greatest num- 
bers. The nearest relative to this 
peculiar bird is the black necked 
swan of South America. In the 
rest of the world all swans are 
white. 

The Swan River, most important 
stream of Western Australia is 
named for this bird, which was 
discovered by a Dutch navigator 
in 1697. In 1929, Australia com- 
memorated the colonization of 
Western Australia, 100 years ear- 
lier by issuing a 1 penny dull red 
stamp depicting the black swan, 
which is as representative of that 
continent as the Kangaroo.

Basketball Faces 
A Trying Winter 


By Robert S. Thompson 

Although basketball has long 
been regarded as the king of win- 
sports in the United States, 
this country has not seen fit to 
honor the sport with a stampic 
emission.. Stamp collectors who 
are interested in seeing the sport 
pictured on their album _ pieces 
will have to turn to Ecuador or 
Lithuania or Panama or the Phil- 
ippines. But even if the govern- 
ment has not honored the sport, 
tens of thousands of people con- 
tinue to participate in the game 
each year while other thousands 
share in the joys of the sport as 
spectators. During the _ recent 
Christmas vacations, four double- 
headers were played in the space 
of eight days at the Madison 
Square Garden and each evening 
the historic sports arena in the 
heart of Manhattan was com- 
pletely filled. 

Since that historic day when 
basketball was first played in the 
Springfield Y. M. c. A., the pop- 
ularity of the sport has been 
growing by leaps and bounds un- 
til today it is the leader of the 
winter athletic activities. Al- 
though its competitive value is not 
considered by those who watch 
hockey and basketball to be on 
a par with that of hockey, the 
fact that the number of persons 
able to attend hockey games is 
so limited by the small number 
of hockey rinks about the country 
makes basketball a much more 
popular sport. Each year tourn- 
aments are held i= the mic-west 
to determine the National A. A. 
Y. championship while in late 
years special tournaments for col- 
lege, amateur, and professional 
teams have sprung up all over 
the country. The AP Features re- 
ports the following champions for 
the year 1942: National A. A. Y. 
—Men: Denver American Legion. 
Women: Davenport, Iowa, A. I. C. 
New York Invitation—West Vir- 
ginia University. National Asso- 
ciation of Intercollegiate Basket- 
ball (at Kansas City)—Hamline 
University (St. Paul). N. C. A. A: 
—Stanford. Eastern Inter-colleg- 
iate—Dartmouth. Pacific Coast— 
Stanford. Big Six—Kansas and 
Oklahoma (tie). Southwest—Rice 
and Arkansas (tie). Missoure Val- 
ley—Oklahomt A. & M. and Crei- 
ghton (tie). Big Seven—Colorado 


University. Wester n—TIllinois, 
Southern—Duke. Southeastern— 
Kentucky. 


The present season wil: see a 
great change in the sport as it 
is played by boys all over the 
country. Many high schools which 
formerly played in distant cities 
have had to give up their trips 
because of the gas and tire rat- 
ioning. And the large crowds are 
bein discouraged because of the 
danger from confusion in the 
event of unexpected air raids, 
In addition many former night 
games have been changed to 
afternoon engagements because of 
the fuel oil shortages. Colleges 
which formerly took long trips 
during the holidays have aband- 








oned the excursions because of the 
heavy demands placed on the 
railroads by other travelers and 
due to the lack of sufficient num- 
ber of students to produce high 
caliber teams. The _ professional 
squads have lost out entirely— 
former players are either in the 
armed forces or working long 
hours in vital wer industries. But 
basketball will still be playea with 
teams in the same neighborhood 
getting together to provide the 
entertainment to which thousands 
of people look forward week after 
week. 

And the armed forces have pro- 
vided facilities for the boys in 
the service to organize teams, 
many of which have already met 
strong competition and proved, 
just as did the army, navy, and 
marine football teams, that in 
addition to doing a fine job in 
the world conflict, they can do 
remarkably well on the basket- 
ball court. Most of these teams are 
engaging in contests with high 
schools and colleges in the sur- 
rounding areas while,a few, where 
the proximity of the camps per- 
mit it, have been playing other 
service squads, 

Basketball has gained great 
popularity because the game can 
be played by young and old, male 
and female alike. In recent years 
the tempo of the game has been 
speeded up so rapidly that many 
of the older players are no longer 
seen on the courts. But the in- 
creased speed has not taken away 
from the popularity of the sport. 
And many of the so called weaker 
sex have broken away from the 
game which was developed for 
their special benefit and have 
been playing boy’s rules and pro- 
ving that they are equally as good 
as their big brothers. 

Stamp collectors who are in- 


terested in keeping their eyes 
on their favorite sport via 
their albums can turn to the 


1939 issue of Ecuador to find the 
first stamp in honor of basketball 
as listed in the pre-1943 Scott’s 
catalogues. (Because of the con- 
fusion being caused by the latest 
edition, we have referred to the 
earlier edition.) Lithuania also is- 
sued a stamp picturing a basket- 
ball game in 1939. Panama came 
through a year earlier, 1938, with 
a single stamp. And the ice was 
originally broken by the Phili- 
ppines in 1934 wher one of the 
stamps in honor of the Far East- 
ern Games pictured a basketball 
game, one of the favorite sports 
in the islands.
